in child training from St. George's 
School for Child Study in Toronto, 
were called in to advise on the train- 
ing of the Dionnes, they simply adapt- 
ed the principles that have been prov- 
en successful with other children. 


They met some problems, of course, 


and made some discoveries. 


Among the problems: 
What do you do when a small quin- 


tuplet insists on standing up at the 
fool of her bed when she ought to be 
lying down and sleeping? 


What happens when 
five quints, 


duly ushered into the dining room, 
indulge in a wild free-for-all due to 
the fact that all five of them want to 
sit in the same chair? 


Suppose a quint with a mind of her 


own decides that she would rather 
cat her custard than her spinach, when 
spinach is what she really 
needs; 


what then? 


Need Other Children 


Among the discoveries: 
That the quints can feed themselves 


quite capably, but that they do it in 
a manner that would put Emily Post 
right under the table: 


That a quintuplet who doesn't want 


to go to sleep can devise stratagems 
cunning beyond her years; 


That five youngsters of exactly the 


same age who grew 
up together, 


mingling with no other children, arc 
somewhat handicapped, and that the 
quintuplets need to mix with older 
and younger children whose back- 
grounds, bringing up, and so on, arc 
different than their own. 


As soon as Ihe quints outgrow the 


need 
for 
extraordinary 
precautions I 


made necessary by their premature 
birth, the need for expert advice as to j 
their training became apparent. This I 
advice was sought and obtained from | 
the University of Toronto's St. George^ 
School for Child Study. 


The results are described in a paper 


by the .school's director, Dr. W. l1' 
Blatz, and his co-workers, D. A. Milli- 
champ and A. L. Harris.

Hitler Expects to 


Be WarlJmpif e" 


German Leader Believes 


He Can Settle Sino- 


Jap War 


BERLIN, Germany.—(£>)—Germany 


fully expects to steael a march on the 
Brussels conference, which it has de- 
clined to attend, and settle the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict herself. 


Preliminary informal requests from 


both China and Japan for Chancellor 
Hitler to act as umpire in their con- 
flict were regarded by Germany so 
bona fide that Hitler, according to a 
source close to the chancellery, order- 
ed Diplomat Joachim von Ribben- 
throp to return post-haste from Rome 
to undertake preliminary negotiations. 


Hitler Umpire? 


BERLIN

worthy source close to the Reich 
chancellery reported Thursday night 
:hat Chancellor Adolf Hitler expected 
to become the umpire in the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict. 


Unofficial feelers put out to the Gar- 


man government by both Japanese and 
Chinese, he said, have convinced Hit- 
ler that mediation by him would be 
not only welcome but crowned with 
success. 


The informant said that offers con- 


veyed partly through Oskar Traut- 
mann, German ambassador to China, 
and partly through Japanese officials 
reached Hitler early Wednesday night. 
Hitler then commissioned Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, German ambassador to 
Great Britain, to hurry to Rome to 
conclude an Italian-German-Japanese 
pact agaiiwt the Communist Interna- 
tional, it was said, and return to pre- 
pare for mediation. 


The German embassy in Rome said

TT MUST have been very amusing to watch, that day recently

asylum near London to experiment with eras masks.

A number of experimental masks 
had been made: so 50 infants in 'an asylum were made; so ">0 
infants in an asylum were chosen to play the nart of jruinea 
pigs. These children put on the masks and had a great time, 
giggling and gesturing gaily as they went blundering about 
thp asylum in their grotesque "funny faces." 


And it's a good thing someone was able to get a laugh out 


of it- For nothing that modern society does is auite so grimly 
discouraging as this despairing effort to find some way of 
protecting children against the gas attacks of wartime.

F WE had any real conception of what the word "civiliza- 
tion" ought to mean, a news story of this kind would make 


us rise in revolt against the modern war machine and the 
blight it has put on modern life. 


For a society that has to devise gas masks for small 


children is clearly a society which, having stumbled to the 
dark end of a blind alley, is vainly trying to protect its own 
children against itself. It is admitting its own incompetence 
to perfoi'm one of its most imoortant jobs-. For if civilization 
does not mean that small children are protected against the 
threat of violence and sudden death, what in the name of 
sanitv does it mean ? 


To be sure, the gas masks may help a little- The in- 


ventors may be able to keep one jump ahead of the chemical 
warfare experts. They may be able to rig up a mask which a 
small child won't tear off. And there is always the chance, 
slight but hopeful, that the bombs will leave a few children 
alive to put on the masks before the gas attack comes. 


But what a ghastly mockery it all is!

OR this despairing effort to fit gas masks to babies simply 


means that we have given up trying to make our Christian 


civilization live up to its name. We have equipped ourselves 
with the kind of weapons which make it certain that when we 
ftiake war we shall kill the young, the aged, the sick and the 
defenseless ith indiscriminating efficiency. 


Having done that, \ve have found ourselves forced to 


admit that we have no way of preventing war. At the same 
time that we have made war more horrible than ever before, 
we have confessed its inevitability.

A world which does things like that is a world pro- 


foundly out of joint. It is a world that is about due to discover 
that ahead of the problem of deciding between democracy, 
Fascism, Communism and any other ism whatever must come 
the task of protecting children from child-killers in uniform. 


For if it can't do that, it is assuredly a lost world— 


whatever choice it makes on these other matters.

Ringworm Needs Early Treatment to Check Spread 


of Infected Area 


This U the thirteenth of a series 


of articles in which Dr. Morris 
Flshbein discusses diseases of the 
skin.

In addition to the ringworm that oc- 


curs on the heard or the scalp, various 
fungus infections may occur elsewhere 
on the body, particularly the feet, the 
scalp and the groins. 


Nowadays we know that there are 


various types of ringworm which the 
specialist in diseases of the skin class- 
ifies after he has studied them under 
the microscope. It is customary to 
scrape a small portion of the infected 
material off the skin and to put it on a 
glass side, sometimes adding various 
solutions and heating slightly. Then 
when the slide is viewed through the 
microscope, the fungi which cause the 
disturbance are seen- 


One of the ordinary forms of ring- 


worm appears on the skin as a ring- 
like infection. Doctors call it tinee 
circinata because of its circular ap- 
pearance. 


Children are more commonly 
affect- 


ed by this condition than are grown 
people but it may affect anyone. Us- 
ually the uncovered parts of the body 
are involved—that is, tha face, neck 
and hantte—but the ringworm will ateo 
be found running down the chest and 
on the Boles of the feet. 


The infection usually begins as a red 


flat ipot which then spreads outward 
and may gel to be as big as an inch or 
more. Soon it begins to scale away at 
the points where it is healed. Occa- 
sionally there may be little pimples 
or blisters at the margins of the in- 
flammation and sometimes two spots 
will join together to make one large 
one. The spous itch and burn but not 
nearly as severely as in other condi- 
tions. 


After a few weeks with proper treat- 


ment they will heal. 


Fortunately, the infection is not so 


serious that it will do a great deal of 
harm. It is important, however, to 
recognize the nature of the condition 
promptly so that the doctor may apply 
the necessary antiseptics that will de- 
tlroy the fungi and slop the growth.

Even at an hour 
when war with all its mechanized ter- 
rorism and it.s limitless power of de- 
struction 
is at work in Spain, in 


China, and elsewhere, it is obvious that 
the nations, although they arc armed 
to the teeth, really fear war and want 
to avoid it. 


A hundred things have happened 


during the last few years that prior 
to the World war would have quickly 
brought declarations of war and put 
nations 
in 
deadly 
conflicts. 
The 


World war revealed in some measure 
what modern warfare means, and no 
nation welcomes it, particularly if it 
involves attack or defense against a 
formidable fix;. 


But our 
lesson 
enforces insistent 


and persistent questions. Can nations 
that think war. that talk war, and 
that ore armed to the teeth, secure 
and maintain pence? Can mankind be 
•free from strife among nations if there 
be strife and warfare among indi- 
viduals? Is world peace a desirable 
condition of blessedness that comes 
through talking about it, through the 
machinery of 
treaties 
and 
World j 


Courts and Leagues of Nations, or is 
world peace something that depends 
fundamentally on men of peace and 
good will? 


It is not difficult to answer these 


questions. In fact, they are answered 
n the history of the world and in 
.he course of daily life. If we would 
illain any real peace, it must come 
through better relationships among

men and through the casting out from 
'Hunan life of the things that make for 
war. 


What are these tilings? They are 


things that are associated \vith evil 
in general: covetousness, and wordly 
ambition for wealth and power, greed 
and selfishness, disregard of the rights 
and 
liberties of others, angry and 


pariiionatc tempers, the spirit of mal- 
iee. lack of forbearance and consid- 
eration for others; these arc things that 
make'for strife in communities, in na- 
tions, and among the nations, in a 
world that has increasingly become 
one community. 


If the peace of Christ ruled in the 


hearts of men, these things could 
not he so. If the word of Christ dwelt 
in us all. we could not live upon a 
plane of violence. 


But rome one will say, "Have not 


Christian 
nations been 
among the 


worst offenders? 
Do not Christian 


preachers and teachers sanction ad 
bless wars in which their 
country 


happens to be engaged?" 


Yes, this is true. Sadly one must 


confess it; nor can we here discuss Ih'o 
citizen's practical duty when his na- 
tion is attacked or is at war. Situa- 
tions arise that are complex and diffi- 
cult, but one thing is certain: 
the 


spirit of Christ and of Christian teach- 
ing is opposed to the spirit of war and 
violence. 


We must sec. too, that we do not 


sanction such things in the name of 
Christ. If there have been so-called 
"holy wars," it was not war that was 
holy, but the unselfish devotion to 
some high cause and the willingness 
of, those who championed it to suffei 
or die for it. 


We should go a long step toward 


ending war if we look from it the 
tinsel and the glory, and the blessing 
of the church. Even if we could con- 
ceive of war to be under certain cir- 
cumstances unavoidable, 
it 
would 


make a great difference if we regard- 
ed it as a mailer of slern and lerri- 
ble necessity rather than anything in- 
herently right or noble, or in any 
sense holy.
